The Plan Comes First 


The School Committee's article to appropriate $45,000 
— or, now, a lesser amount — to reconstruct the parking 
area, and build a hot-topped recreation and teaching area, 
at the High School seems to have been born out of a desire 
to appease, rather than to perform a useful function. 

On the other hand, a second School Committee article 
calling for $2,500 for an engineering and recreational 
study of the area seems to make sense. 

It’s hard to comprehend the reasoning behind the spon- 
sorship of the first article — when it is generally known 
that a sub-committee studying this subject met only two 
or three times, and that the specific plan and financing 
for it was decided only days before the warrant closed, 

This type of article — hastily drawn without adequate 
study and planning — has created trouble for the town 
before. Problems that might reasonably be anticipated are 
overlooked in the rush, then additional money is required 
later to rectify the mistakes. 

The School Committee set up its sub-committee early 
in 1960, with School Committeeman Robert McIntyre, Supt. 
Edward J. Erickson and Athletic Director Donald D, Dunn 
serving. After an immediate meeting, according to the 
superintendent, McIntyre and Dunn were to further study 
the situation and come up with specific plans for con- 
sideration. As late as a month before the warrant closed, 
there was no specific plan. Mr. McIntyre, using a topogra- 
phical map of the area, told the Committee what his and 
Dunn’s thoughts were on the subject. None of it was laid 
out on a plan, and the drainage problems were brushed 
off as being minor. 

Another meeting was held, with other town officials 
present, and the plans were again discussed, Cost esti- 
mates were obtained from one contractor’s representative 
— and the article was written. 

If the School Committee is going to plan the recreational 
area for the town — then there should be adequate study 
before the town is asked to Spend any such sum as is con- 
templated here. 

It may be wise to have recreation areas attached to the 
schools, for use of the students and of the population as 
a whole in the summer, but certainly much wise thought 
should go into the planning before tax dollars are spent 
in any great amount, 

Thus we concur in the reasoning that the $2,500 article 
proposed by the School Committee, for a complete survey 
and plan, be approved. The larger article, even though it 
now stands at $25,000, proposing construction even before 
an over-all plan is developed, should be defeated 
resoundingly. 


Progressive Planning 


A plan announced last week to increase the water stor- 
age capacity of Haggett’s Pond seems to make sense. 

The proposal calls for the excavation of gravel and fill 
from the rear of the Pond, with the material being ex- 
changed for the cost of the project. Thus, the town will 
get increased capacity, which will be needed, while a 
contractor will get gravel and fill that he needs badly. 

This seems like a fair exchange — and the end result 
will be beneficial to the town. For when additional water 
is pumped into the Pond from the mouth of Fish Brook, 
there must be a place to put it without overflowing the 
town’s natural reservoir. 

We can’t understand why there should be any hesitation 
in approving this plan, assuming that the engineering and 
planning stages are carried out as outlined in the special 
article. Adequate safeguards apparently can be written, 
from the data supplied in this proposed survey. 

Stand-patters in the community might hesitate to take 
this unique step. But progressive men and women, who 
care not that this has never been done before, will look 
at the proposal as a sensible solution to a problem.

Boston’s Museum of Science has 
just put the kibosh on another 
favorite old legend, this time the 
one about a groundhog’s predicting 
the weather. If you’ve been waiting 
until Groundhog Day (Today) to find 
out whether or not winter is over, 
don’t waste your time. The Museum 
says the legend is all hogwash = 
groundhog-wash, that is. 

According to the story, if the 
groundhog comes out of its burrow 
Feb. 2 and sees its shadow, it runs 
back inside and settles down for 
another six-week snooze, presum= 
ably the length of winter yet to 
come. If, on the other hand, there 
is no sun to cast a shadow, the 
animal decides that spring has 
arrived and stays outside. 

Giving the lie to the legend is 
Museum naturalist Garret F, Van= 
Wart. VanWart is assistant direc- 
tor of the Museum of Science- 
operated MDC Trailside Museum 
in Milton, now closed for the 
winter, but which, for the last two 
years, had a live woodchuck, or 
groundhog, on exhibit, 

VanWart discredits the old story 
on grounds that the woodchuck isa 
true hibernator and is probably 
still in a deep sleep early in 
February. Infact, chances are good

that it won’t awaken until some- 
time in mid-March, 

Hibernation is a deep state of 
torpor that VanWart calls ‘‘hardly 
living.’ When the outside tempera~ 
ture drops to an average of 50 
degrees Fahrenheit, the woodchuck 
Stays underground to beginits long 
sleep. Once it falls into a torpid 
State, its body temperature may 
drop to 37 degrees and its heart 
beat only four or five times a 
minute. 

Only a few New England mam- 
mals are hibernators like the 
woodchuck. Among these arechip- 
munks, jumping mice, and some 
bats. Others, like bears, raccoons, 
and skunks, are semi-hibernators, 
inactive much of the time but never 
completely torpid. 

Even when it is fully awake, the 
woodchuck or Eastern Marmot 
(which is it’s real name) is a 
sluggish, slow-moving animal. 
This, coupled with its poor eye- 
sight, makes it an easy prey for 
dogs, foxes, owls, hawks, and in- 
tolerant hunters. Consequently, it 
doesn’t like to wander far from 
home except when searching for a 
mate, As an added precaution, it 
builds its dens close to its source 
of food - much to the farmer’s

The School Committee intends 


recreation, and ask the town meet-
